• As we have said several times 
this week in discussing the modern 
improvements in the treatment of 
diabetes, the two major forms of 
treatment consist in a regulation 
of the diet and the use of an in­ 
jection of an extract of the pan­ 
creas called “ insulin” or “ prota-

mine zinc insulin.” However, a l­ 
though these two methods control 
the diabetes, there are many other 
points about treatment of the dia­ 
betic patient that the physician 
has to watch. 
Most diabetic patients are elder­ 
ly. 
Their diabetes is primarily 
due to changes in the arteries in 
the pancreas and those arterial 
changes occur everywhere in the 
body. The combination of diabetes 
and hardening of the blood ves­ 
sels, has a tendency to accentuate 
the dangers of hardened arteries 
and many of the accidents « nd 
complications of hardening of the 
arteries are more likely to occur 
in diabetes and are accentuated by 
its presence. 
Diabetic Ulcer 
Among these is a tendency to 
gangrene and ulceration of the 
foot, especially of the skin of the 
toes. Another form of this us dia­ 
betic ulcer of the skin of the toes 
or foot due to the closing of the 
blood vessel and cutting off of the 
nutritional supply of the skin. 


Care of Feet 


For all of these reasons the 
care of the diabetic’s feet, espe­ 
cially in middle-aged or elderly 
patients, must be given great at­ 
tention. The use of circular gar­ 
ters is especially bad in these 
patients. 
They also should pay 
attention to the possibility of cut­ 
ting off the blood supply when 
they sit in a chair so that the edge 
of the chair constricts the large 
blood vessels of the leg. Diabetics 
should nearly always use a foot­ 
stool so that circulation will be 
unimpeded. They also must take 
special care not to g et the feet 
chilled or wet, and cold, wet 
weather or snowy weather, is al­ 
most an indication for them to 
sta y in the house. Chilblains are 
especially likely to occur and may 
be quite serious. 


Every 
diabetic 
should 
have 
some regular attention to the con­ 
dition of the feet. 
Chiropodists 
who work on diabetics should be 
warned of the nature of the con­ 
dition they are treating because 
an infected corn or ingrown toe­ 
nail may lead to very serious com­ 
plications. Where possible, it is a 
good thing for the diabetic to have 
a foot massage weekly or bi­ 
weekly. 


Question of Exercise 


Diabetics frequently ask whether 
they should take exercise. Exer­ 
cise is good for them and they 
should be encouraged to take as 
much as possible. This is espe­ 
cially true of children in whom 
diabetes is likely to be severe. 


The care of the skin all over is 
a matter of great concern. The 
eye3 also should be watched and 
every diabetic should have his 
own oculist who knows his condi­ 
tion and who will make regular 
examinations in order to detect 
early such possible complications 
as cataract and retinitis. 


Another serious complication of 
diabetes in elderly people is an­ 
gina pectoris, (pain due to spasm 
c! the arteries of the heart) and 
for this reason I am sorry to have 
to advise that tobacco should be 
used very wisely and in consider­ 
able moderation by the diabetic 
patient. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


M. E.:—“ What can I do to pre­ 
vent chilblains from returning? I 
have had them several years.” 


Answer—Chilblains have a ten­ 
dency to recur on slight provoca­ 
tion. Woolen socks and good cir­ 
culation' in the feet are important 
preventives. The circulation to the 
feet should be improved by morn­ 
ing and evening exercises -r a is­ 
ing and lowering the feet, and by 
contrast foot baths of hot and cold 
water—keeping the feet in the hot 
pan one minute and then in the 
cold pan one minute.

• As we have said several times 
this week in discussing the modern 
improvements in the treatm ent of 
diabetes, the two m ajor forms of 
treatm ent consist in a regulation 
of the diet and the use of an in­ 
jection of an extract of the pan­ 
creas called “insulin" or “prota-

mine zinc insulin.” However, al­ 
though these two methods control 
the diabetes, there are many other 
points about treatm ent of the dia­ 
betic patient that the physician 
bas to watch. 
Most diabetic patients are elder­ 
ly. 
Their diabetes is primarily 
due to changes in the arteries in 
the pancreas and those arterial 
changes occur everywhere in the 
body. The combination of diabetes 
and hardening of the blood ves­ 
sels, has a tendency to accentuate 
the dangers of hardened arteries 
and many of the accidents and 
complications of hardening of the 
arteries are more likely to occur 
in diabetes and are accentuated by 
its presence. 
Diabetic Ulcer 
Among these is a tendency to 
gangrene and ulceration of the 
foot, especially of the skin of the 
toes. Another form of this is dia­ 
betic ulcer of the skin of the toes 
or foot due to the closing of the 
blood vessel and cutting off of the 
nutritional supply of the skin. 


Care of Feet 
For all of these reasons the 
care of the diabetic’s feet, espe­ 
cially in middle-aged or elderly 
patients, must be givi n great at­ 
tention. The use of circular gar­ 
ters is especially bad in these 
patients. They also should pay 
attention to the possibility of cut­ 
ting off the blood supply when 
they sit in a chair so that the edge 
of the chair constricts the large 
blood vessels of the leg. Diabetics 
should nearly always use a foot­ 
stool so that circulation will be 
unimpeded. They also must take 
special care not to get the feet 
chilled or wet, and cold, wet 
weather or snowy weather, is al­ 
most an indication for them to 
stay in the house. Chilblains are 
especially likely to occur and may 
bv quite serious. 


Every 
diabetic 
should 
have 
some regular attention to the con­ 
dition of the feet. Chiropodists 
who work on diabetics should be 
warned of the nature of the con­ 
dition they are treating because 
an infected corn or ingrown toe­ 
nail may lead to very serious com­ 
plications. Where possible, it is a 
good thing for the diabetic to have 
a foot massage weekly or bi­ 
weekly. 


Question of Exercise 
Diabetics frequently ask whether 
they should take exercise. Exer­ 
cise is good for them and they 
should be encouraged to take as 
much as possible. This is espe­ 
cially true of children in whom 
diabetes is likely to be severe. 
The care of the skin all over is 
a m atter of great concern. The 
eyes also should be watched and 
every diabetic should have his 
own oculist who knows his condi­ 
tion and who will make regular 
examinations in order to detect 
early such possible complications 
as cataract and retinitis. 
Another serious complication of 
diabetes in elderly people is an­ 
gina pectoris, (pain due to spasm 
cT the arteries of the heart) and 
for this reason I am sorry to have 
to advise that tobacco should be 
used very wisely and in consider­ 
able moderation by the diabetic 
patient. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. E .:—“ What can I do to pre­ 
vent chilblains from returning? I 
have had tnem several years." 
Answer—Chilblains have a ten 
dency to recur on slight provoca­ 
tion. Woolen socks and good cir­ 
culation in the feet are important 
preventives. The circula'ion to the 
feet should be improved by morn­ 
ing and evening exercises -ra is­ 
ing and lowering the feet, and by 
contrast foot baths of hot and cold 
w ater—keeping the feet in the hot 
pan one minute and then in the 
cold pan one minute.
